challenge De Gaulle’s authority 
brought uneasiness am ong Algeri­ 
an nationalists who signed the 
agreem ent with F rance at Evian. 
“ The cease-fire has not brought 
peace to A lgeria,’’ declared Al­ 
gerian nationalist P rem ier Ben 
Youssef ben Khedda, whose group 
will share with France the m ain 
burden of ruling turbulent Algeria 
until a self-determ ination vote this

Po pe Creates

VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 
John XXIII created 10 new cardi­ 
nals today and at the sam e tim e 
spok e sorrowfully of the “ new 
slavery ” being established in vast 
regions of the world ruled by 
com m unism . 
The Pope addressed a secret 
consistory of 30 m em bers of the 
College of C ardinals 
who 
con­ 
curred in his new selections to 
their rank s. It w as the first in 
a series of cerem onies that will 
culm inate in a public consistory 
in St. P eter’s Basilica Thursday 
at which the jxintiff places the 
broad-brim m ed 
galero—the 
hat 
sy mbolic of the cardinal’s r a n k - 
on the head of each new prince 
of the church. 
The 
appointm ents 
raised 
the 
sacred college to an all-tim e high 
of 87 m em ters. 
None of the 10 new cardinals 
is from the United States. Three 
are Italians, and two are South 
Am ericans, The others are Irish, 
Spanish. Portuguese, Belgian and 
Sy rian 
In his address to the consistory , 
the 80-y ear-old ruler of the Rom an 
Catholiq Church expressed 
pro­ 
found sorrow for Ih© condition of 
the church in countries where, he 
said, it suttered trouble and sac­

The howdah w as elaborately dec 
orated with gold and silver fili 
gree and it rested on a red cloth 
over the elephant. 


GUATEMALA (AP) — A 
decisive turn appeared im­ 
minent today in the week - 
long revolt against Guate­ 
mala’s g o v e r n m e n t as 
opposition leaders sought 
army support for a non- 
Communist front to replace 
embattled President Miguel 
Ydigoras. 
Fearful the student-led uprising 
m ight lead to a Red coup, leaders 
of three m ajor opposition parties 
tried to line up hack ing also from 
business, agricultural, education­ 
al and professional groups. 
The governm ent continued to 
broadcast claim s it had the crisis 
under control, but a leading op­ 
position figure told a reporter, 
‘“The situation is worsening by 
the m inute.”

will hold free elections,” he said. 
The three parties which have

From tuo totally ditlorent quarters, men 
» ho make a specialty of study ing communism 
are beginning to suggest that we have too 
many self-sty led “ ex ix rts” on the subject. 
One is F s i Director J Edgar Hoover, whose 
credentials in this field hardly need emphasis. 
The other is Father John F Cronin, a.ssist- 
ant director of the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference's Department of Socdal 
Action. 
‘ Communism* Threat to Freedom.” his se<*- 
ond book in the field, is drawing deserved 
attention. 
In the American Bar .\s.sn. .lournal. Hoover 


say s= 
‘ Today far too many self-sty led ex perts on 
communism are ply ing the highway .s of Amer- 
ica. giving erroneous and distorted informa- 


lion 
“ This causes hy steria, fal.se alarms, and 
misplaced apprehension by many of our citi* 


y ens. 
“ We need enlightenment about communism, 
but this information must be factual, accur­ 
ate. and not tailored to echo personal idiosy n- 
cracies ” 
Father Cronin, in his new book, likewise 
cautions Americans to br- wary of the self- 
appointed specialists, including some whose 
credentials look pretty satisfactory at a hasty 


glance. 
In this category he would place some for- 
iTier agents of the FBI itself, some former 


FBI informants, and certain persons who havt 
had first-hand contact with Communists as 
either party members or victim.s. 
Cronin argues that unless a former b'BI 
man specialized in subversion, his agency 
ex perience does not qualify him a s an ex pert. 
The value of one-time informants would he 
considerable, he .sugge.sts, only where they 
were placed clo.se to lop Red .sources in y ear* 
more recent than IPB.*). 
Things change fast. 
As for defectors or victims, the measuring 
rod is much the same. 
The big questions art 
how ufvto-dnte and accurate their informa­ 
tion is. 
Like Hoover, Cronin thinks much of 
it old and misleading. 
This is not the fir.st time the FBI chief has ^

At the same tin>e that Greece was develop­ 
ing her civilization. Latin tnbes settling on tlr« 
seven hills of Rome were lay ing the iotmd» - 
tion for the ancient world’s greatest empire. 
Like Greece, Rome began with kings and 
slowly moved toward democracy . Bui while the 
Greeks suspected all politicians, the Romans, 
with their tradition of the father as absolute 
ruler of the family ^ admired strong authority 
and were too content with only the outward 
forms of democracy . 
In 510 B.C., Rome replaced her kintlB with 
two consuls elected annually from the patrician 
class, or ancient nobility , in 49 4 B.C., a peace- 
(Ml revolt by plebians, or commoners, in the 
arm» , lad to the setting mi o< tnbune« . Them 


officials were given a veto power over the 
consuls, patrician magistrates and senate (com­ 
posed of former magistrates). Plebian agitation 
also led Ui the writing down of the laws in 
12 tablets, which were placed in the Kormn. 
The *^ w of the Twelve Tablets" formed 
Rome’s basic kiw for several hundred y ears. 
Finally , laws passed by the plebian councK 
were made binding on all citizens. 
In spite ol these steps toward democratic 
government, the patricians never relinquished 
actual power. Rome's constant preoccupation 
with war, as she expanded throughout Italy , 
then Gaol, Spain and Greece, kept soldiers 
away from home for y ears while landowners 
and aristocracy grew rich with slave tabor and 
h o maik to « M in id d te o f tiie an d eetHan r B.e„ 


two patrician brothers arose to defend the 
vanishing middle class. They were Tiberius 
and Gaius Gracchus, known to history as “ the 
Gracchi" 
E l^ ed trfhnnc, Tfbcrtos attempted bo break 
np the great estates and protect the anaH 
farmer. He was beaten to death m a riot be­ 
tween his foflowers and the patricians. Soma 
y ears later. Gains returned from soldiering to 
carry on the struggle and was hated as a 
revolutionary by his own patrician class. He, 
too, finally met a violent death. 
What democracy Rome had attained lasted 
a few more generations. Then came civil war 
and the first Caesar stepped m.
